Hunger Hooliganism In Russia 

One of the results of the oppressive 
laws and backward conditions in Rus- 
sia penerally today is the appeararge 
during the past year. or two, of hun- 
ger hooliganism. Assaults, depreda- 
tions on property, robberies and simi- 
lar crimes are of daily occurrence, 
and the police are apparently indif- 
ferent. The situation has become 80 
serious that Maklakow, minister/of the 
interior, recently called a conference 
of governors and other high sgovern- 
uicnt officials to consider measures 
against the evil. It was decided to 
give the governors special powers to 
deal with the hooligans summarily 
without trial. This measure proved 
jto the liking of the provincial autocrats 
and they applied it so vigorously that 
the minister was compelled to advise 
them to use their power with more dis- 
crimination. But. Russian  hooligan- 
ism has it causes far deeper than 
such measures go. It is no doubt 
mainly cue to the dire poverty of the 
people and to alcoholism,~which is 
one of the largest sources of income 
to the goverziaent. Last year there 
was realized from the sale of alcohol- 


Steamships seldom last more than 
forty years. Of those buili between 
1815 and 1835, ihere is not, we believe 
a single one afloat. The life of the 
modern steamship is much shorter 
than that of her wooden predecessor. 
As for warsiips, they are usually 
scrapped at the age of twenty, if not 
before. ; 

Only last yenx the saili:_ vessel 
Seal left Bidefo G for Durban, a dis- 
tance of 6,000 miles. The Seal was 
built at Southampton in 1816, and in 
1823 was driven “rom her moorings at 
Poole, and was found in a turnip field. 

One of the big engines of the Lon- 
don and Northwestern railway has just 
completed a distance of 2,000,000 
miles. Ai Englsh locomotive travels 
on an average, only about 20,000 miles 
a year, so this wonderful performance 
is equal to cae hundred years’ service 
on an ordinary basis. - a matter of 
fact, the engine in question has been 
worked five times as hard as the av- 
erage, and has accomplished the task 
within a period of twenty years. 

Quite how long a well built locomo- 
tive will last in running order, is 
hardly known. Six years ago. the:fa- 
mous ‘Lord of Isles’ was scrapped 
at Swindon. Sh- was one of the fam- 
ous Great Western broad gauge en- 
gines, and was built in 1842. She was 
in perfect running order up to the 
end of her Jong life of more than sixty 
years.

Medicinal Uses of Tobacco 


Nicotine, in itself, is a nurcotio pol- 
son, when employed in the proper 
way and by a competent agent, is said 
to have a definite medicinal value. 

In cases of gout, neuralgia and rheu- 
matism poultices .of fresh tobacco 
leaves have long teen employed to 
give rélief. A concentrated solution 
of tobacco is said to be goc ~ for dan- 
druff, ringworm, etc. The tobacco has 
been used to destroy parasites in vine 
yards and orchards, and as a skin dis- 
eases for cattle, and the actual antl- 
septjc value of tobacco with regard to 
both vetebrates and inferlor creatures, 
has been amply demonstrated. 

Tobacco smoke serv.s to retard cr 
arrest the development of certain 
pathological bacteria, which soon die 
in the tiny cage in which they are 
placed if a puff of tobacco smoke be 
injected therein. It seems to act up- 
on them as an anasthetic. exactly as 
do the vapors of,ether and chloro- 
form. 

An ftalian physiologist, claims to 
have proved that smoking not only in- 
creases the flow of the saliva (which 
probably explains the uneasiness of 
smokers after eating until they are 
able to indulge in a pipe or cigar) but 
also sterilizes it. He also declares 
that tobacco never causes inflamma- 
tion of the mouth and tonzue. His 
conclusions were brilliantly confirmed 
by the experiments of Prof. Wencke 
of the Imperial Institute of Berlin dur- 
ing the recent epidemic of cholera at 
Hamburg.

land, big, husky miners, whose fathers 
were miners before them. 

The mines were worked by the Hud- 
ton Bay Co. in. the old days, and their 
old, round, whitewashed ‘bastron. still 
stands on Front Street, overlooking 
the Bay. 

‘The Hudson Bay Co. worked ‘the 
mines with Indian labor for the most 
part, and in a very crude manner, for 


some years, using the product for do-, 


mestic purposes. 

An English company purehased the 
mines and brought out a large body 
of English miners from Northumber- 
land and Durham. 

The Nanaimo coalfield area covers 
a space of about twenty square miles, 
the main . workings being along the 
shor- of the Gulf of Georgia, the body 
of water which divides Vancouver 
Island from the mainland. 

Some of these workings run far out 
under the Pacifie Ocean, and the lower 
levels go to a great depth, but they 
are remarkably free from coal gas, 
which is generally so prevalent in coal 
mines of this description. The old 
town of Nanaimo itself is honeycomb- 
ed with tunnel shafts and old disused 


workings, and an ocensional subsi- 
dence oceurs to remind the inhabi- 
tants of the dangers amongst which 
they live. 

They are a sturdy bunch of men 
these North country miners or ‘‘ Geor- 
dies,’’ as they are known locally, 


expert in the handling of dynamite, 
with which explosive they have been 
familiar since first entering the mine 
as pit-boys, The United Mine Workers 
of America, a powerful miners’ organi- 
zation from the other side of the line, 


are blamed for much of the present 
trouble. 

Most of the mines in the town of 
Nanaimo itself are owned and con- 


trolled by a large San Franciseo ‘cor- 
poration. The Western Fuel Company, 
who purchased from the English Com- 
pany at a very low figure, and have 
since taken out an immense quantity 
of the ‘‘black dinmond,’’? and from 
which they have reaped some huge 
profits. Soft coal on the Pacific coast 
is as dear as hard coal ‘1°Toronto, de- 
spite the fact that it is there for the 
digging. 

Jf there is one man who can com- 
mand the miners’ attention and re- 
spect it is their late member for the 
Legislature, Jimmy Hawthornethwaite, 
who in past years gained a wonderful 
ascendeney over them, and whose de- 
parture from their midst they have 
never since ceased to mourn. 

They are no ‘‘respecters of persons’? 
these miners, and the provincial pre- 
mier, Sir Richard MeBride, bas under- 
gone many a severe heckling. at -the 
hands of these rough men, and had to 
retire leaving them the field. 

The little 
some 50 miles north along the coast, 
is the scene of other coalfields, the 
Dunsmuir Collieries, Limited, owned 
and controlled by the Mackenzie and 
Mann interests. They have also had 
considerable trouble’ with their em- 
ployes’ from the same causes and 
from the custom of the mine-operators 
in employing Chinese labor ua-der- 
ground contrary to the Provincial Sta- 


tutes, which has been a source of 
much heart-burning amongst the 
miners.

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ORDER OF ST. JOHN. 


Conferred Upon Three 
Canadians the Other Day. 

The Order of St, John of Jerusalem 
had its origin in Jerusalem and Acre 
as an international lay confraternity 
for the relief of erusaders. In 1798 the 
order was expelled from Malta where 
it had later become established. 

After its expulsion from Malta, what 


is now known as the Grand Priory of * 


the Order of St. John of Jerusalem 
in England was reconstituted, with the 
ancient gate house in Clerkenwell, 
England, and what remains of the 
arcient pricry of St. John, as its chan- 
cery, A royal eharter was granted to 
this reconstituted British order in 1888 
by Queen Victoria, and the first grand 
priors were King Edward VIT. and the 
present sovereign, while Princess of 
Wales. The work of the British order 
consist in the control of St, John’s 
Ambulance Association and Brigade, 
and of the British Ophthalmic Hospi- 
tal of Jerusalem, 

The badge is a Maltese cross of white 
enamel, with a gold or silver lion and 
Wnicern in alternate angles, with a 
black watered ribbon. The order is 
open to both sexes, but confers no 
precedence,’ and is denoted by: no 
initials,

The Fear of Drake. 

A writer in the London Chronicle 
says: ‘‘No public monument is needed 
to keep alive among Mexicans the mem- 
ory of Sir Francis Drake's exploits in 
Central and South America. | Travel- 
ling in Mexico in 1904, Mr. Edward 
Smith records that he ‘‘heard a wo- 
man calming a tempestuous child by 


saying, ‘Ahi viene Drake!’ (Here 
comes Prake!) I made minute in- 
quiries, and found that it is a eom- 


mon threat <> children on the Meyi- 
can coast, like unto ‘Bony will get 
you!’ or ‘The Black Douglas shall get 
you!’ Faney people still living in 
terror of seeing Drake’s topsails on 
the horizon.’’ 

As to Mr. dChurchill’s reference to 
Sir Francis Drake as the first ‘‘in- 
troducer of the potato,’’ it may be re- 
called that, on the market place of 
Offenburg, a little town in the Grand 
Duchy of Baden, standing in the centre 
of a great potato-growing district, there 
was erected in 1853 a very handsome 
statue to Drake as ‘‘the introducer of 
the potato into Europe, A.D. 1586.’’ Bus 
it is just possible that this statue was 
set up to tl wrong mau, seeing that, 
-necording to Chambers, the Spaniards 
had introduced the tuber from near 
Quito at the beginning of the sixteenth 
century, and that Sir John Hawkins aiso 
brought it to England from Virginia 
in 1563 — 23 years before the impor- 
tation ascribed to Drake. 


The First Political Cabinet. 

George 1. is said to have been re- 
sponsible for the word ‘‘cabinet’’ as it 
has long applied to polities in English 
speaking ds, When bos was King he 
could not ke part in the deliberations 
of his own privy council because he 
knew no English. British statesmen 
did not speak German. fo the min- 
isters who served this first of the Han- 
overian sovereigns of the United King- 


dom used to weet in the King’s private 
room, or eab.net — derived from the 
French cabinet, or little room — while 


he was absent. Afterward they in- 
formed him of the result of their dis- 
cussions. It followed, naturally, that 
the part of the privy council which 
was supposed to be in particular favor 
with the King, and especially close to 
him, came to be spoken of as his cabinet 
council,
